For this reason we have confined our talks largely 
to, and have made friendly criticisms and offered con- 
structive suggestions mainly as concerning the pro- 
duction and marketing of milk and butter and poultry 
and eggs, and the growing of fruits and vegetation. 
And to these simpler, yet quite profitable things, 
which can be so easily produced in Georgia, there 


might be added many other food commodities. So_ 


today we are going to discuss a few of them. 


HONEY. 

Take the item of honey. Some small amount of 
good honey is produced in Georgia—but the amount 
is very small compared to the demand. Thousands 
of pounds of this delicacy is brought into Georgia 
every year from other States. If the producers in 
these other States can make money from this busi- 
ness, why cannot Georgia? 

It occurs to us that there are hundreds and hun- 
dreds of idle spots—acres and half acres—adjacent 
to the homes of Georgia farmers that could be sown 
in. clover and sunflowers, or other things of honey- 
producing qualities, from which thousands of hives 
of bees could be provided for. A little thought, a 
little study, some preparation not very expensive, 
would bring about a new money crop for this State. 
Of course, ‘as in all other products, care would have 
to be taken to put honey on the market im an attrac- 
tive manner. : 


SORGHUM SYRUP. 

Another product of Georgia which could be made 
highly profitable if proper care and preparation were 
made for its marketing is sorghum syrup. Georgia 
has a fine reputation 2s a producer of the ribbon 
cane variety, produced mainly in South Georgia. No 
product in Georgia, perhaps, has made more prog- 
ress within the last few years in volume of produc- 
tion—in improved quality—in canning and packing 
—than has South Georgia cane syrup. Look into 
the reason, and you'll find one word that covers its 
wonderful success—CO-OPERATION. 

In the Country Gentleman recently more than a 
page was devoted to this Georria industry. Some 


of the things said in this article were: 


“Down here in South Georgia, where syrup making has 
long been a commercial enterprise, the farmers have them- 
selves organized into a syrup growers’ association, and will 
put out this year a standard, graded, guaranteed for good- 
ness, A No. 1 brand. This product will be canned and crated 
and is expected to spread out to reach a far and wide trade. 
* * * While sugar cane for syrup making is grown all along 
the Gulf and up the Atlantic coast as far north as North 

. Carolina, the commercial industry on the Atlantic side of 
the cotton belt centralizes in South Georgia. The five 
counties of Lowndes, Brooks, Thomas, Grady and Decatur 
produce very close to 75 per cent of the crop of the state. 
which is estimated as having been last year some 85,000 
barrels. Of this panee half is produced in Grady county. 
* * © Not only is it the plan of the newly-formed Georgia 
Farmers’ Co-operativ@ Cane Growers’ association to intro- 
duce such standardized methods as will yield a minimum 
lot of this sort of stuff, but they propose to bring the whole 
product of a county into a central station, there grade it, 
mixing and canning all the a No. 1 grade. The No. 1 and 
No. 2 and lower grades will be sold for blending purposes.

» Inconvenient, unattractive form. Any 
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‘Co-operative Methods 


: VEGETATION 

There are dozens of different kinds of vegetation 
that can be grown all over Georgia on which, if there 
was co-operation between growers in a community, 
so that volume enough could be produced to attract 
large buyers and to secure good shipping rates, there 
could be brought thousands of dollars into any com- 
munity. 

We have recently been told that twenty farmers 
near Cartersville are trying out this co-operative plan 


for the coming season. Each will plant one acre in 
onions—no doubt all working together to produce 
uniformity in product. 

Onions can easily be made to produce 400 to 500 
-bushels per acre—even more. In some sections of 
Texas, for mstance, as much as 900 to 1,200 bushels 
per acre have been produced. At a nominal pride 
of “$1 per bushel, you can figure the money yield 
yourself, 


Now, what will happen to those twenty farmers 
around Cartersville, if we have been corectly in- 
formed? If there should be a failure in any respect— 
which is hardly likely—no one will lose much. If 
there is a successful crop, twenty acres should produce 
8,000 to 12,000 bushels—maybe more. That cre- 
ates volume enough to warrant drying kilns and to 
attract large buyers and to get the best of shipping 
conditions. 

Whether this report is correct or not, this is just a 
sample of the kind of co-operation we are advocating. 


A COMPARISON 

What other states can produce in vegetation— 
states such as Mississippi, Florida, Texas, etc.—cer-, 
tainly Georgia can pr , at least much of it. We 
have seen authentic records of where 500 hampers 
of tomatoes were grown per acre in Mississippi; 
where, even on a lot 50x60, $250 worth of tomatoes 
were sold; where more than $250 worth of turnips 
were sold from an acre in Texas; where also in Texas 
more than $375 was netted from less than an acre of 
cabbage. Another case mentioned in Mississippi 
shows where, from one-fourth of an acre, 200 crates 
of tomatoes were sold, besides many given away and 
sold locally. In addition, there was canned from this 
small plot of ground 220 3-pound cans, 900 2-pound 


cans, 100 quart jars, and more than 100 pints of | 


pickles and catsup. 


Our attention has also been called to one grower 
in Florida who, from three acres, shipped 600 crates 
of head lettuce, receiving $2.50 per crate. And let- 
tuce can be produced in Georgia with proper care and 


work. But it should be firm, hard heads—the kind 


for which there is the greatest demand. 


CO-OPERATION — VOLUME 
But the point we are stressing is that so many 
vegetable crops could be made profitable in Georgia 
if there was co-operation among growers in order to 
produce volume and uniformity, so that marketing 
could be made easy for them. 


In this co-operation—this organization—there 
should be careful inquiry, first, about marketing con- 
ditions—WHEN and WHERE—and then careful 
preparation for crates or cartons or containers made 
in advance. We knew, not long ago, of a farmer in 
Georgia who planted a number of acres in a popular 
vegetable and followed his crop with success up until 
gathering and shipping time. Then he woke up to 
the fact that he had not arranged for drums or con- 
taniers. Consequently, at the last minute, he wired 
all around the country, and at considerable expense 
found only just a part of what he needed, and nat- 
urally lost much of the profit of his crop, 

But there is always a good demand for beans, and 
lady peas, and turnips, and rutabagas, and potatoes, 
and black-eyed peas, and string beans, and lettuce, 
and tomatoes, and such vegetation. 


Carrots can be produced almost anywhere in Geor- 
git, and yet right now they are being brought by the 
carload into Atlanta from Chicago. But they are 
grown in groups in certain sections of the states from 
which they come; they are washed and trimmed and 
packed properly—and naturally they are sold readily 
on our markets. 

Such vegetation will always bring a price if pro- 
duced uniformly to yield fine returns, but there must 
be enough of it grown in any given section to make 
sorting and packing and shipping worth while. There 
must be a working together of the gowers in these 

In this matter of community co-operation we 
were much impressed with its significance and its 
importance when we read a few days ago an article 
in Farm Life about the dairy interests in Steele county, 
Minnesota. Here is a county that has grown tre- 
mendously rich from co-operative dairying. It de- 
veloped recently at a fair held in that state that Steele 
county was t/2 richest community in the world 
founded on the dairy business. It has a population of 
18,000 and it has one cow for every inhabitant. Its 

is 5,000,000 pounds, valued at 

,500,000. It 23 co-operative creameries. It

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Washington, November 21.—The 
text of President Harding’s address 
to congress follows: ) 


Members of the congress: 

Late last February L reported 
you relative to the American merchanr 
marine, and recommended legislation 
which the executive branch of the 


government deemed essential to pro- 


inote our merchant marine and with 
it our national welfare. Other prob- 
lems were pressing and other question» 
pending, and for one reason or an- 
other, which need not be recited, the 
suggested legislation has not progressed 
beyond a favorable recommendation by 
the house committee. The commit- 
tee has given the question a full and 
painstaking inquiry and study, and 
[ hope that its favorable report speed- 
ily will be given the force of law, — 

It will be helpful in clearing the 
atmosphere if we start with the frank 
recognition of divided opinion 
and determined opposition. It is no 
new experience. Like proposals have 
divided the congress on various pre- 
vious occasions. Perhaps a wmore 
resolute hostility never was manifest 
before, and [I am very sure the need 
for decisive action—decisive favorable 
agtion—never was so urgent before. 

We are not now dealing with a poli- 
cy founded on theory, we have a prob- 
lem which is one of grim actuality. 
We are facing insistent conditions, 
out of which will come either addition- 
al and staggering government losses 
and national impotence on the seas or 
else the unfurling of the flag on a 
great American merchant marine ¢om- 
mensurate with our commercial im- 
portance, to serve as carriers of our 
cargoes in peace and meet the neces- 
sities of our defense in war. 


Recalls War Days. 

There is no thought here and now 
to magnify the relation of the mer- 
chant marine to our national defense. 
It is enough to recall that we entered 
the world war almost wholly dependent 
on our allies for transportation by 
sea, We expended approximately 
three billions feverishly. extravagant- 
ly, wastefully and impractiecally. Out 
of our eagerness to make up for the 
omissions of peace and to meet the war 
emergency we builded and otherwise 
acquired the best merchant fleet whicu 
I hold to be one of the highest and 
most worthy aspirations of any great 
people; our problem is to deal with 
what we now possess. Our problem 
is to relieve the public treasury ef the 
drain it is already meeting. Let us

The first is constructive ... enact 
the pending bill under which I firm- 
ly believe an American merchant ma- 
rine, privately owned and privately 
operated, but serving all the people 
and always available te the govern- 
ment in any emergency, may be 
tablished and maintained. 
ond is obstructive 
ernment operations, and attending 
governinent losses, and discourage pri- 
vate enterprise by government com- 
petition, under which losses are met 
by the public treasury, and witness 
the comtinued losses and deterioratien 
until the colossal failure ends in 
sheer exhaustion. 


The third is destructive . . . in- 
volving the sacrifice of our 
ships abroad or the scrapping of them 
at home, the surrender of our aspir- 
ations and the confession of our im- 
potenece to the world in general, and 


pour humiliation before the competing 


world in particular. 

A choice among the three is inevit- 
able. It is unbelievable that the 
American people or the congress 
which expresses their power, will con- 
sent to surrender and destruction. It 
is equally unbelievable that our peo- 
ple and the congress which trans- 
lates their wishes into action will 
longer sustain a program of obstruc- 
tion and attending Josses to the treas- 
ury. 

Hostility to “Subsidy.” 


_I have come to urge the construc- 
tive alternative, to reassert ah Amer- 
ican, “‘we will.” I have come to ask 
you to relieve the responsible admin- 
istrative branch of the government 
from a program upon which failure 
and hopelessness and staggering losses 
are written upon every page, and let 
us turn to a program of assured ship- 
ping to serve us in war and to give 
xuaranty to our commercial independ- 
ence in peace. 

I know full well the hostility in 
the popular mind to the word “sub- 
sidy.” It is stressed by the opposi- 
tion and associated with “special pri.- 
ilege” by those who are unfailing 
advocates of government aid when- 
ever vast numbers are directly con- 
cerned. “Government aid” would be 
a fairer term than “subsidy” in de- 
fining what we are seeking to do for 
our merchant marine and tbe inter- 
terests are those of all the ople, 
even though the aid goes to the ew 
who serve. : 

If the government aid is a fair 
term—and I think it is—to apply to 
authorizations aggregating $%75,000,- 
(00 to promote good roads for mar- 
kets highways, it is equally fit to be 
applied to the establishment and 
maintenance of American market 
highways on the salted seas. If gov- 
ernment aid is the proper definition 
for fifteen to forty millions annu- 
ally expended to improve and main- 
tain inland waterways in aid of com- 
merce, it is a proper designation for 
to establ®h and 
maintain ocean higf\ays where there 
is actual commerce to be carried.

Foreign Opposition. 

Though differing in detail, it is 
not more in proportion to their pop- 
ulation and capucity than other great 
nations have done in aiding the es- 
tablishment of their merehant ma- 
rines, and it is timely to recall that 
we gave them our commerce to aid 
in their upbuilding, while the Amer- 
ican task now is to upbuild and es- 
tablish in the face of their most 
active competition. Indeed, the 
American development will have to 
overcome every obstacle which may 
be put in our path, except as inter- 
national comity forbids Concern 
about our policy is not limited to our 
domain, though ‘he interest abroad 
is of very differing character. I 
hope- it is seemly to say it, because 
it must be said, the maritime nations 
of the world are in complete accord 
with the opposition here to the pend- 
ine measure, They have a_ perfect 
right to such an attitude. When we 
look from their viewpoint we can 
understand. But I wish to stress 
the viewpoint. Ours should be the 
viewpoint from wich one sees 
American carriers at sea, the de- 
pendence of American commerce, and 
American vessels for American reli- 
ance in the event of war. Some of 
the costly lessons of war must be 
learned again urd again, but our ship- 
ping lesson in the world war was 
much too costly to be effaced from 
the memory of this or future genera- 
tions. r 

Not so many months ago, the head 
of a company operating a fleet of ships 
under our flag called at the executive 
offices to discuss a permit to trans- 
fer his fleet of cargo vessels to a for- 
eign flag, though he meant to con- 
tinue them in a distinctly American 
service. He based his request for 
transfer on the allegation that by such 
a transfer he could reduce his labor 
costs clone sufficiently to provide a 
profit on capital invested. I do not 
vouch for the accuracy of the statement 
nor mean to discuss it. 

Labor Costs. 

The allusion is made to recall that 
in good conscience congress has cre- 
ated by law conditions surrounding 


, 


labor on American ships which ship- 
ping men the world over declare re- 
sult in higher costs of operation un-, 
der our flag. I frankly rejoice if 
higher standards for labor on Ameri- 
can ships have been established. Mer- 
est justice suggests that when con- 
gress fixes these standards it is fair te 
extend government aid in maintaining 
them until world competition § is 
brought to the same high level or until 
our shipping lines are so firmly es- 
tablished that they face world competi- 
tion alone. 

Having related in detail the policy 
and provisions of the pending bill when 
previously addressing you, I forbear a 
repetition now. In individual ex- 
changes of opinion not a f in house 
or senaté have expressed” personal | 
sympathy with the purposes of the! 
bill and then uttered a discouraging | 
doubt about the sentiment of their con- | 
stituencies. It would be most disc-| 
couraging if a measure of such trans-. 
cending national importance must have | 
its fate depend on*geographical, occu- 
pational, professional or partisan ob- | 
jections. Frankly I think it loftier 
statesmanship to support and com-

aspirations, the full informed convic- 
tions and the united efforts of all the 
people will come the greater republic: 

mmercial eminence on the seas, am- 
ple agencies for the promotion aad 
carrying of our foreign commerce are 
of no less importance to the people of 
Mississippi and Missouri valleys, the 
great northwest and the Rocky Moun- 
tain states than to the seaboard states 
and industri@i communities building 
inland a thousand miles or more. It 
is a common cause, with its benefits 
commonly shared. When people fah 
in the national viewpoint and live in 
the confines of community selfishness 
or narrowness, the sun of this republic 


will have passed its meridian and our}: 


larger aspirations will shrivel in the 
approaching twilight. 
National Facts. 

But let us momentarily put aside the 
aspiring and inspiring viewpoint. The 
blunt, indisputable fact of the loss of 
fifty millions a year under government 
operation remains; likewise the fast 
diminishing capital account. the enor- 
mous war expenditure, to which we 
were forced because we had not fit- 
tingly encouraged and builded as our 
commerce expanded in peace, Here are 
facts to deal with, not fancies wrought 
out of our political and economic dis- 
putes. 

The abolition of the annual loss, and 
the best salvage of the capital account 
are of concern to all the people. 

It is my fitm belief that the com- 
bined savings of operating losses and 
the protection of the capital account 
through more advantaggoeus sales of 
our war built or war-seized ships, be- 
cause of the favorable policy which 
the pending bill will establish, will 
more than pay every dollar expended 
in government aid for 25 yeare to come, 

It should be kept in mind that the 
approximate sum of five million an- 
nually paid for the transport of ocean 
mails is no new expenditure, It 
ehould be kept in mind that the loan 
fund to encourage building 1s not 
new; it is the law already, enacted by 
the essentially unanimous vote of con- 
gress. It is only included in the pend- 
ing bill in order to amend s0 as to 
assure the exaction of a minimum In- 
terest rate by the government, where- 
as the existing law leaves the grant 
of building loans subject te any whim 
of favoritism. 


Limitations. 


It should be kept in mind also that 
there are assured limitations of gov- 
ernment aid proposed. The direct aid 
with ocean carrying maintained at our 
present participation will not reach 
twenty millions a year and the maxi- 
mum direct aid, if our shopping is so 
promoted that we carry one-half our 
deep seas commerce, will not exceed 
thirty millions annually. At the very 
maximum of outlay we should be sav- 
ing twenty millions of our present an- 


nual operating loss. If the maximum is ; ff 


over reached the establishment of our 
merchant marine will have been defi- 
nitely recorded and the government- 
owned fleet fortunately liquidated. 

From this point of view it is the 
simple, incontestable wisdom of busi- 
nesslike dealing to save all that is 
possible of the annual loss and avoid 
the millions sure to. be lost te the 
government's capital account in sacri- 
But there is a big- 
ger, broader, more inspiring view- 
point, aye, a patriotic viewpoint. I 
refer to the constructive action of to- 
day which offers the only dependable 
nromise of making our wartime in- 
heritance of ships the foundation of a 
great agency of commerce in peace 
and an added guaranty of service 
when it is necessary to our national 
defense, 

Thus far I have been urging 
government aid to American shipping 
having in mind every interest of our 
producing population, whether of 
mine. factory or farm, because ex- 
is the foremost 
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| _ Believes In Plan. 

I believe in government aid becom- 
ingly bestowed. We have aided indus- 
try through our tariff; we have aided 
railway transportation with,* grants 


and loans; we have aided the eonstruc- 


tion of market roads and the improve- 
ment of inland waterways. We have 
aided reclamation and irrigation and 
the development of water power; we 
have loaned for seed 
pation of harvests. e expend mil- 
lions in investigation and experimen- 
tation to promote a common benefit, 
though a limited few are the direct 
beneficiaries. We have learned hun- 
dreds of millions to promote the mar- 
keting of American goods. It has all 
— commendable and highly worth 
while. | ; 


At the present moment the Ameri- 
can’ farmer is the chief sufferer from 
the cruel readjustments which fol- 
low war’s inflation, .and befitting gov- 
ernment aid to our farmers is highly 
essential to our national welfare. No 
people may safely boast a good for- 
tune which the farmer does not share. 

Already congress and the adminis- 
trative branch of the government have 
given willing ear to the agricultural 
plea for t war relief, and much 
has been done which has proven help- 
ful. Admittedly it is not enough. Our 
credit systems, under government pro- 
vision and control, must be promptly 
and: safely broadened to relieve our 
agricultural distress. 


To this problem and such other 
pressing important questions as reas- 
onably may be deait with in the short 
session I shall invite your attention 
at an early day.

The association has mere than 280.- 
000 bales of cotton signed up on a 
basis of the 1920 crop. All members 
are required to deliver all cotton pro- 
duced for a period of five years and 
each member has signed for a five- 
year legal and binding contract. 
__The association plan is almost 
identical to the Danish system. The 
members’ cotton is pooled by grade 
and staple and when the pools are sold 
out the prices are averaged so that 
every member receives the same price 
for the same grade of cotton, regard- 
less of the number of balew sold.

Cooking, perbaps more. than any 
other domestic occupation, affords the 
opportunity for infection, thé chance 
for disease to pass from the cook to 
those who partake of the cook’s dishes. 
Experience and special investigation 
have proved that there is practically 
no riks at all of contracting any. ‘lis- 
ease of a communicable or infecflous 
kind by working in a laundry and 
handling the soiled clothes which come 
in from all sorts of places and people 
Housecleaning and housework in gen- 
eral expose the houseworker to no par- 
ticular danger. Nor is there any par- 
ticular risk that the occupants of the 
house may cortract any disease from 
such houseworkers. But cooking is 
another story. 

Everybody who is reasonably intel- 
ligent knows nowadays that we give 
otf a fine invisible spray from the 
mouth when taiking; that this spray 
consists of innmerable droplets of 
moisture whieh may carry some four 
feet or more from. the face of the 
talker; and that if the talker happens

Resolved, that it is the sense of the 
Ceorgia state hoard of entemology and they 
du hereby recammend to the business inter- 
ests of the state of Georgia that a stock 
company be formed as quickly as prac- 
tleable for the erection, maintenance and 
operation of a caicium arsenate plant to 
be located at some pvint within the state 
of Georgia, easily accessible to our lime 
Srpentte 

Georgia has within ite bounds as fine 
lime deposits as are to be found anywhere 
in the United States. By establishing such 
a plant, a large saving can be effected 
for the farmers of our state tn the way 
o? long freight hauls, and at all times 
car be supplied with calcium arsenate at 
reasonable prices, with a fair margin of 
profit to the stockholders of the company. 

Resolved further, that in the event the 
business interests of our state do not see 
fit to prmoote such a needed enterprise, 
we then recommend to the next general as-

LESSON NO. 200. 
Points to Remember. 

Remember that: 

Verniner adjustments are very use- 
ful aids on regenerative receivers 
owing to the extreme sharpness 
of tuning. A slight movement of 
tuning knob may occasion the com- 
plete loss of a signal which previously 


had a high degree of audibility. This 
sharpness of tuning is due to “bal- 
ancing out” the resistance of the cir 
cuit by regeneration, the resistance 
being reducible to-as small a value 
as a few bundredths of an ohm. 

When signals from a distant trans- 
mitting station are too weak to op- 
erate the detector, these minute 
amounts of energy may be built up, 
through the use of radio-frequency 
amplification, until they are strong 
enough to cause the detector to prop- 
erly perform its functions. 

A tuning chart is a valuable means 
of tuning rapidly and easily to the 
signals from a desired transmitting 
station. For example, in a receiv- 
ing circuit containing a vario-coupler 
and two variometers a chart con- 
taining eight vertical columns will 
give the proper setting of the vario- 
meter and vario-coupler dials and the 
position of the switches controlling 
the primary ta e columns

names of station, (2) call letters, (3)

in circuit. 

When it is desired to amplify the 
incoming radio signals without pro- 
ducing a rectifying action, the volt- 
age of the grid should be adjusted 
to a point on the straight line por- 
tion of the grid voltage-plate cur- 
rent curve. Under this condition. 
when a small change in either direc- 
tion is made in the grid voltage, the 
increase in plate current correspond- 
ing to a change in grid voltage in 
one direction will equal to the 
decrease in plate current resulting 
from an equal change in grid voltage 
in the opposite direction. The wave 
form of the plate current will there 
fore reproduce the wave form of the 
grid voltage variation. 


The electrolyte in storage batter-
